HAY DEALER? DON'T WANT 
TO HANDLE SMALL BALES 

Florida hay denier* do not want 
small bale*. The customary »ise has 
been from S«> to bo pounds A dealer 
recently wrote John M Scott, ani¬ 
mal industrialist to the University of 
Florida Experiment Station, and sug¬ 
gested (hat the bales should weigh at 
least 70 to Ho pound* From ft to $1 
a ton less is paid for small bales than 
lor larger sixes. 

Freight rates are responsible for 
this dtscrimmatioi. Railroads charge 
for a minimum load for each car U 
the bales are light the load will he 
somewhat under the minimum but 
freight is charged for the full loud. 
DcaUr* must pay ihl* freight nr.d they 
shift it on to the farmer by reducing 
the price If the bales were increased 
the full load ctmlu Iw shipped for the 
same money A car will hold only a 
certain number of bale*. If these bale* 
weigh H’.noo pounds and thr freight 
Is charged at the rate of jo.ooo pounds 
there is a lots of freight on two tons. 

Balsa can easily be made heavier 
by tightening the press or by vlitnin- 
atutj* the extra block which Is fre¬ 
quently used to make the bales small. 
th« heavier bale will not only save 
fr ight, but ir wlU also *av»- wire ami 
facilitate handing, It is possible a)«o 
tfiAt It will reduce labor expenses 
i, MTict? more ton* ran be baled in a giv¬ 
en time Agriultural News Service.
